New York, June 17. — With unceas- 
ing effort, search is going on for the 
bodies of those who perished Wednes- 
day on the Gen. Slocpm. Wbat the 
list of victims will total scarce one 
dares venture a guess. 

Police and health department offi- 
cials have placed the number at a fig- 
ure as high as 3,000 and more, but 
Thursday night it was seen that the 
maximum fatality will not largely ex- 
ceed 700. 

Up to dusk 49S bodies had passed 
through the morgue and of these more 
than 300 were identified. 

Many persons were inj^ired in the 
panic that followed the breaking out 
of flames on the Gen. Slocum and at 
least 20Q- persons were taken td the 
hospitals. Not a death has occurred 
so far among these and many of them 
have already been discharge^. 

Mayor McClellan Thursday issued a 
proclamtion to the citizens *^of New 
York on the appalling disaster of W^ed- 
nesday. He appoints a committee to 
receive contributions to a fund to pro- 
vide for the fit and proper burial of 
the deaxl and for such other relief as 
may be necessary. As a sign of mourn- 
ing he ordered tho flags of the city 
hall to he placed at half-mast.

sociation, can bring him to Cripple 
Creek. Sterling left Thursday after- 
noon for Telluride. Moyer will be 
brought here on a warrant issued by 
Justice of the Peace Patrick, charging 
Mm with aiding and abetting the mur- 
der of Charles McCormack and Melvin 
Beck, who were blown up in the Vin- 
dicator mine by an infernal machine 
explosion November 3, 1903. The 

warrant implicates Charles C. Kenni- 
son former president of the Miners’ 
Union No. 40, who was arrested in 
Denver last Friday. 

Victor, Col., June 17. — One hundred 
and forty-four union miners and their 
sympathizers have been deported from 
the Cripple Creek district since Mon- 
day. June 6, and about three score are 
booked for exile.

The General Slocum was built for an excursion boat, and when not char- 
tered for special excursions ran between New York and Rockaway Beach. It 
v.as owned by the Knickerbocker Boat company, which akso owns the excur- 
sion steamer Grand Republic. At yacht races the great size of the boat made 
it prominent in the fleet of excursion steamers that lined the course. Jhe 
vessel was launched at Brooklyn in April, 3891. The keel was 235 feet, the 
deck 250 feet long. Its breadth of hull wras 37 feet, overguard, 70 feet. The 
gross tonnage w’as 1.284 and the net tonnage 1.013. The boat had two boilers, 
each 233 .^ feet long and 934 feet in diameter, and four furnaces.

New York, June 18. — Despite the un- 
tiring work of the divers and grappler.s 
and the watchfulness of scores of men 
who have .given themselves over to the 
task of searching for the '‘missing,” 
but few bodies of those who perished 
in the Slocum disaster were recovered 
Friday. It was stated by divers who 
went down into the wreck at dawn 
that there are many bodies still under 
the entanglement of timbers and pad- 
dle wheels and that it would be neces- 
sary to dynamite the hulk or raise il 
before they could be reached. 

Already 559 bodies have been recov- 
ered. of which about 50 remain uniden- 
tified. These include 273 children, 243 
women and 23 men. Thirteen officers 
of the St. Mark’s church are among 
the dead, one of them being a woman. 

Saturday there were 300 or more 
funerals, and 32 unrecognizable bodies 
which are now lying at the morgue 
were placed each in a separate cof- 
fin and in a separate hearse and laid 
away in the Lutheran cemetery at Mid- 
dlevillage, L. 1. The city has arranged 
for their burial, a plot large enough 
for the interment of 250 bodies having 
been set aside in this cemetery. All 
the unknown dead will be placed here 
side by side. 

New York, June 20. — Sunday’s har- 
vest of dead from the steamer Gen. 
Slocum numbered 49, bringing the to- 
tal number of bodies so far recovered 
up to €32. Of these 559 have been 
identified, while about 40 of the vic- 
tims now lying at the morgue have 
not been claimed by friend or rela- 
tive. 

During the day 86 oodles were re- 
covered and it was not till after dark 
when the great majority of the search- 
ers had ceased to work that the other 
13 were found. Most of these came 
up from the bottom and floated into 
shore. They were discovered by the 
police, who w'ere left to watch all 
night- 

While the list of missing was cut 
down somewhat by the identifications 
made Sunday, 11 new names were add- 
ed to that roll, thus leaving the total 
of missing over 300. 

Secretary Cortelyou, of the depart- 
ment of commerce and labor, visited 
the scene of the disaster Sunday. He 
was accompanied by H. K. Smith, dep- 
uty commissioner of corporations of 
the same department, under whose su- 
pervision an investigation will be held. 
Supervising Inspector General Uhler 
and Inspector Rodie, 

Secretary Cortelyou remained at 
North Brother island long enough to 
witness a number of bodies being' ta- 
ken out of the water. He refused to 
discuss the situation, but Mr. Uhler 
gave out a statement in which it was 
explained that the trip was prelimi- 
nary to the investigation to be made 
by the federal authorities which, it 
was promised, would be complete and 
thorough in every respect

The charge is made that the governor 
gs.ve tacit consent to the measure 
when he did not countermand any of 
the orders issued and carried into ef- 
fect by Gen Bell and outside the au- 
thority of the governor to carry into 
effect. V 

The jurisdiction of the United 
States court is asked on tne grounds 
that the complainant is a citizen of 
t.ie state of Iowa and that he has been 
deprived of his property without due 
process of law and in violation of the 
fourth, fifth, sixth, seventh, eighth and 
fourteenth amendments to the consti- 
tution. 

The complaint further alleges that 
the complainant property is decreasing 
in value from lying idle and asks dam- 
ages against the defendants in the sum 
of $l00,0t»0. 

C. C. Hamlin, who is mantioned as 
one of the defendants, is the partner 
of the firm of Gunnell & Hamlin. 

James F. Burns, president of the 
Portland Co., refuses to discuss his 
plans for publication, but it is report- 
ed he has declared to friends his pur- 
pose to defray all expenses of suits 
that may be begun in the federal court 
against Gov. Peabody and others by 
Portland miners who were deported 
from Cripple Creek. Former Gov. 
Charles S. Thomas, Mr. Burns’ coun- 
sel, was busily engaged with Mr. Burns 
Friday in drawing complainants in the 
Portland Co.’s suit, but he denied all 
knowledge of suits to be brought by 
deported miners. 



St. Petersburg, June 17. — I^mperor 
Nicholas has received the following 
telegram dated June 16 from Gen. Ku- 
ropatkin: 

“I have received the following dis- 
patch from Lieut. Gen. Baron Stakel- 
berg, dated June 16: 

‘Yesferday I had Intended to at- 
tack the enemy’s right flank but just 
as our troops had been assigned for 
*.he purpose and were beginning to 
successfully envelop the enemy’s right 
flank the Japanese in turn attacked 
my right flank with superior forces 
and I was compelled to retreat by 
three roads to the north. 

” ‘Our losses are heavy, but they are 
not yet completely known. 

‘‘ ‘During ttie engagement the Third 
and Fourth batteries of the First ar- 
tillery brigade w'ere literally cut to 
pieces by the Japanese shells. 

‘‘ ‘Of 16 guns, 13 were rendered com- 
pletely useless and were abandoned. 

‘‘ ‘The conduct of the troops was ex- 
cellent, a large proportion refusing to 
retire until after they had been repeat- 
edly ordered to do so.’ ’ 

The popular disappointment felt in 
St. Petersburg over the result of Lieut. 
Gen. Baron Stakelberg’s fight, which 
it had been hoped for the past 36 hours 
might turn out to be a victory, is tem- 
pered somewhat by the knowledge 
that the Russian force was overwhelm- 
ed by numbers. Gen. Stakelberg does 
not attempt to conceal the seriousness 
of his losses, but his report and the 
report from all other Russian sources 
agree that the retreat was in no sense 
a rout. 

The fierce character of the fight is 
made evident by the fact that the 
Russians were again forced to aban- 
don their guns, thus indicating, as in 
previous encounters, the superiority 
of the Japanese artillery. 

Tokio, June 20. — The Japanese 
transport Izuml, which was reported 
missing a few days ago, was sunk by 
the Vladivostok fleet of Oshima island 
last Wednesday morning. 

St. Petersburg, June 20. — A dispatch 
from Mukden says that according to 
trustworthy advices received there an 
entire infantry regiment with its com- 
mander was sunk in the transports 
Hitachi and Sado. The same dispatch 
says that according to Cnraese state- 
ments attacks made by the Japanese 
on Port Arthur have been repulsed 
with heavy losses. 

Nagasaki, June 20. — Three boat 
loads of survivors of the Japanese 
transport Izumi, which was sunk by 
the Russian squadron off Oshima on 
the morning of June 15, have arrived 
ct Makata.

The survivors declare that the Izuml 
was surrounded at 2 o’clock in the 
morning of the 15th by Russian ships 
and that the passengers on board of 
her were transferred to the Russian 
armored cruiser Gromoboi after which, 
the transport was shelled and sunk.

He 
remained non-committal, as usual, his 
position being that the nomination can 
neither be sought nor refused. The 
knowledge that the senator will net 
refuse has been communicated to the 
delegates and has largely increased 
the prospects of his nomination. 

The movement Sunday for Repr^ 
sentat.ive Hitt seems to have been par- 
ticipated to some extent by those w’ho 
felt that Fairbanks should make a 
declaratiou. Then again the Illinois 
men feel that in view of the action of 
their state convention they must make 
an earnest effort for Mr. Hitt. It is a 
fact, however, that the recent illness 
of Mr. Hitt at Washington has damp- 
ened the ardor of his supporters who 
acknowledge that this will work to his 
disadvantage.

Senator 
Hansbrough has a draft of a resolu- 
tion promising both, but it met with 
little favor among the republican 
leaders.

RUSSIA’S OFFICIAL COMMERCIAL 
CENTER IN MANCHURIA. 

A Boom Town Built Entirely by the 
Czar’s Government — It Will 
Be of Great Importance 
to the Japanese. 

Dalny, which has fallen into the 
hands of the Japanese, is a new port 
on Victoria bay, an inlet of Talien bay, 
about 20 miles north of Port Arthur. It 
is picture-squely situated, and is sur- 
rounded on three sides by hills. Mr. H. 
J. Whigham, in his book, “Manchuria 
and Korea.” describes Dalny as a 
“boom” tow n w ithout any reason for a

“boom,” but different in the respect that 
the mushroom growth is the 
work of a government which is 
determined to build itself a metropolis 
complete in every detail. “Another 
power,” he wrote, “would have been 
content to build its railway and begin 
the harbor tentatively, and let trade do 
the rest. Not so Russia. Dalny is to 
spring into the world full-grown and 
armed at every point, Minerva-like, 
from the brains of the Russian Jove. 
The harbor, which has to be constructed 
at enormous expense, by filling and 
dredging the bay by the square mile, 
with moles and breakwaters and dry 
docks, is to be capable of accommodat- 
ing the largest ships afloat alongside its 
wharves, and will eventually take in all 
the shipping which could be got to- 
gether at any time in the east. The sea 
front and warehouses are to stand on 
ground w'hich was in 1901 under the 
water at low tide. The administrative 
portion of the tow’n is already in exist- 
ence.' When we examined the plan of 
the harbor tw’o years ago it seemed al- 
most chimerical, so immense w’as ^he 
w’ork mapped out for the contractors. 
To-day the plan is realized, and only the 
shipping is wanted. Dalny is, after all, 
the best, if not the only, place which 
could have been selected- Apart from 
the Trans-Siberian railw’ay, Dalny has 
great importance as the future port of 
Manchuria. Dalny has a great future 
before it.” -The predictions of Mr. 
Whigham made in 1901 have been amply 
fulfilled, and Dalny is in many respects 
a model town. The Russians began their 
building operations in 1900, when sev- 
eral Chinese villages standing on the 
site were demolished. Then the town 
gradually began to take shape. The

Prof. Baker of Univeisity Declares 

Average Undergradut te Shows 
Sad Lack of Imagi’aation. 

Prof. George P. Baker, of the English 
department in Harvard urii\ ersity. told 
the members of the School Teachers’ as- 
sociation of New York city the other day 
how diflicult — almost impossible — it is 
to teach the average undergraduate. 

“There is a great lack of information, 
e.specially correct information, among 
the undergraduates,” he said, ‘as to 
current events and matters of essential 
moment to undergraduate life. There 
is, loo, a singular lack of imagination. 
He is unable to. look at things from the 
other man's point of view’. This is 
shown largely in the college editorial. 
I have read hundreds of them, and limy 
! usually are re.solved into two classes, 
j either balanced so nicely on the edge 
that they can fall one "n’ay or the other 
j with rapidity as college scntimeiit 
changes, or very skiilfnliy hiding 
slight idea in a mist of w ords. 
j “I don’t see the solution and I don’t 
know who is responsible. 1 believe that 
the college is partly responsible, but 
there are other things which contribute. 
It is pretty hard to plunge a boy into 
Harvard elective system. He vrants to 
take everything in sight. With the 
standards of admission to the college so 
high, the work of th^ preparatory school 
is to cram the boy"fe mind full of facts. 
In the college we have not time to cor- 
relates these facts, and too often he is sent 
out of the college with a mind like a desk 
with pigeon-holes — there is something 
in all of them, but he has not attained 
the proper attitude toward learning, 
literature and citizenship.”
